Early closing of hundreds of St. 
Louis meat markets was threat- 
ened today as the meat situation 
became still more acute. A con- 
tinuing survey disclosed more and 
more meat locked away in cold 
storage plants and less and less 
On sale in retail markets, 

Estimates of the amount of 
meat held in storage, originally 
placed at 300,000 pounds and later 
revised to approximate 2,500,000 


pounds, have now jumped to 
about 5,000,000 pounds. This is 
equivalent to a two-weeks’ normal 
supply for the St. Louis area. 
Most of the meat in storage was 
purchased at high prices during 
the 71-day period when price con- 
trols were off, and now can be 


ceilings only at cost or at an ac- 


tual loss. Hundreds of retailers 
have meat in storage, but the bulk 
of the stored supply is owned by 
less than 20 of the biggest dealers, 
it was learned. 

OPA Watches Withdrawals. 

OPA agents are watching with- 
drawals from the cold storage 
plants to make sure the meat is 
sold at lawful prices and does not 
go into the black market.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
Price boosts on low-cost electrical 
appliances, hosiery, underwear and 
leather work gloves emerged 
from OPA today — with some 
strings attached, 

The agency said it was permit- 
ting the increases in an effort to 
boost production of a long list of 
items disappearing from so-called 
low-end consumer lines. These are 
the lower-priced goods which have 
their counterpart in more expen- 
sive models or types. 

In its approval of increases for 


the “low-end” goods, the agency 
said that in no case must the new 
prices be above certain “cut-off” 
levels previously announced. 
Underwear, Hoslery Boosts. 

Boosts of up to 15 per cent were 
allowed on knit underwear and 
nightwear, hosiery, men’s bandana 
work handkerchiefs and water- 
proofed clothing such as worn by 
firemen. 

OPA said that even with these 
increases consumers will benefit 
because they otherwise would be 
forced to buy top-line goods. 

A temporary increase of 15 té 
20 per cent on cotton rug prices 
was allowed because of higher 
cotton prices. OPA said consum- 
ers must pay higher prices vary- 
ing from 50 cents on small 
bathroom rugs up to $1.50 on smal] 
bedroom-type rugs. 

Increases in electrical appli- 
ances become effective Sept. 17 
and may be as much as 15 per 
cent if this does not push them 
above such “cut-off prices” as 
$2.50 for an eight-inch fan or 
$1.75 for a toaster. The condi- 
tional boosts apply to fans, house- 
hold flat irons, hot plates, sand- 
wich grills, toasters and bowl 
type heaters.

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann of 
St. Louis, who has been busy in 
the capital for several days at- 
tempting to line up sufficient 
votes for the measure, said fol- 
lowing its defeat that he and 
representatives of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority and the Anti- 
Slum Committee would continue 
their efforts to obtain its passage. 

“Naturally we are disappointed 
with the outcome, but we haven't 
given up our fight yet,” he as- 
serted, “We will make a concerted 
effort to have the bill passed on 
reconsideration next week.” 

Defeat of the measure was 
caused largely by the absence of 
17 legislators from the three cities 
most vitally interested in its pas- 
sage. Had these missing members 
been in their seats and voted for 
the measure it would have car- 
ried with three votes to spare. The 
proposal previously was passed by 
the Senate. 

Seven of the 19 representatives 
from St. Louis missed the impor- 
tant roll call, despite urgent re- 
quests made to them by the spon- 
sors that they attend the session 
and support the bill. Seven of! 
the 10 Kansas City members and 
all three St. Joseph representa- 
tives also were absent.

‘ents. Mrs. Elsing turned down 
the offer, police said.

The soldier report- 
edly attempted to force his atten- 
tions on her when they arrived at 
her home and she cried out for 
help.

GADES ARE LISTED 
IN This VICINITY 


Total This Year Is 411, 
Including 27 Deaths — 
Three of Latest Are in 
St. Louis. 


Seven new cases of infantile 
paralysis were reported in the St. 
Louis area today, bringing the 
total for the year here to 411, in- 
cluding 27 deaths. 


Three new cases were reported 
among residents of St. Louis. They 
were girls, 12 and 19 years old, and 
a boy 12. A total of 152 city resi- 
dents have contracted the disease 
this year, including 49 this month. 
The isolation division of City Hos- 
pital had 24 polio patients this 
morning, four of whom were in 
yespirators. 

In St. Louis county, two new} 
cases were reported to bring the 
total for the year there to 97 and 
for the month to 23. The new 
patients were 20-year-old young | 
women, one from Florissant and 
one from Webster Groves, 

Two new cases on the East Side, 
a 6-year-old Highland boy and a 
girl, 4, from Greenville, brought 
the total for the year there to 
158, including 29 this month. 

For the third straight week, the 
number of new polio cases re- 
ported throughout the United 
States last week was less than 
for the preceding week, the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service 
reported. Exclusive of Missouri's 
cases, which had not been re- 
ceived, the total last week was 
1601. 

Exclusive of Missouri’s totals 
last week, 14,030 cases of polio 
have been reported this year, as 
compared with 10,972 for the com- 
parable period of 1944, the second 
worst polio year in the history of 
the United States. A total of 19,- 
029 cases were reported in 1944. 

National headquarters of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis has sent $50,000 to the 
St. Louis chapter, it was an- 
nounced today. In August, the 
local chapter spent $16,223, exclu- 
sive of hospitalization costs of 
many polio patients here.

The chief of the imperial gen- 
eral staff of the British Army 
thought the West Point football 
team which he saw at practice 
Tuesday was “absolutely the cat’s 
whiskers.” Social standing in the 
British Army “cuts no ice what- 
ever,” he said in response to a 
question about military caste sys- 
tem. 

The West Point football team, 
which came up again when Mont- 
gomery suggested that its tactics 
were not unlike those of an army, 
was “what you call big stuff.” 

And Abraham Lincoln, when he 
appointed “Fighting Joe” Hooker 
as commander of the Army of the 
Potomac, salted the compliments 
of his letter of appointment with 
“some very nasty things.” In 
short, Montgomery said, the Civil 
War President “told Hooker where 
to get off.” 

On three scores Montgomery 
proved his qualifications as a 
politician. 

One when he refused to discuss 
anything with political connota- 
tions. Politics, he said, wasn’t the 
business of a soldier. 

Another was when he was asked 
to comment on two books by 
American authors which have 
been critical of him—Navy Capt. 
Harry Butcher’s “My Three Years 
With Eisenhower” and Ralph In- 
gersoll’s “Top Secret.” Both in- 
quiries he passed over to “Ike’’— 
Gen, Eisenhower, who sat at his 
right, and both were lost in 
laughter. He did say that he had 
read Ingersoll’s book and “wasn’t 
angry,” but when he wanted to 
read the story of the war he usu- 
ally contented himself with read- 
ing “Ike’s” dispatches, which he 
thought were very good. 

Finally, a woman reporter said 
he had been quoted in Canadian 
dispatches, before he arrived here, 
as saying he did not want any 
women at his conferences. That, 
Montgomery said, was bad mis- 
quotation, and he was glad to 
clear it up. “I’m very fond of 
women,” he added, “and I am de- 
lighted to see you here today.” 
This was with a courtly bow. 
The reporter blushed and all 
present had a good laugh. 


Throughout the press confer- 
ence Montgomery stood at a table 
with Gen, Eisenhower, to whom

He 
leaned over the table with his 
finger tips poised on it, or grasped 
his hands at his waist. When he 
drew a laugh he tucked them in 
his pants pockets and joined in 
the merriment. In such moments

Co-defendant With Mc-! 
Govern Says He Was! 


Told Attorney Was

Testimony that a St. Louis law- 
yer was paid a $2500 fee to nego- 
tiate a simple sales contract for 
beer marked the close of the trial 
today of Farrell B. McGovern, 
owner of the McGovern Beer Co., 
and four co-defendants charged 
with conspiring to violate OPA 
price ceilings. 

Frank Alessio, former head of 
the now defunct Gazosa Brewing 
Co., San Diego, Calif, and a co- 
defendant, testified the fee went 


to Erwin B. Tucker, St. Louis} 
attorney. When asked by United | 
States District Judge Richard M.| 


Duncan why it was necessary to 
employ a lawyer at such a fee, 


Alessio said: “Well, we were told] 
he was a big shot and a man we 


could trust.” He said Tucker’s 
letterhead showed he was a mem- 
ber of the Missouri House of Rep- 


resentatives. 

Tucker was not yresent in court 
today although Alessio’s attorney, 
Donald Gunn, said Tucker had 
promised to make himself avail- 
able at any time if called. Tuck- 
er’s office said he was out of 
town. Alessio concluded his testi- 
mony that he paid a price of $2 
a case for the beer after he had 
despaired of getting the OPA 
board in San Diego to inform him 
of the price, which was actually 
$1.36 per case. 

Earlier today, Luke Franklan, 
co-defendant and office manager 
of the MaGovern Beer Co., con- 
cluded Ris testimony which began 
yesterday, 

Franklan yesterday denied tes- 
timony of two beer distributors, 
defendants in the case, that he 
had told them in August 1944 that 
they must pay the ceiling price 
of $1.36 a case for beer, a deposit 
of 75 cents, and in addition a 
commission of $1 a Case. 


The distributors are Charles 
Rezzonica, Santa Barbara, Calif., 
and Ralph E. Nelson, Velasco, 
Texas, both of whom _ entered 
pleas of nolo contendere. Their 
sentence was deferred awaiting 
outcome of the trial of Franklan, 
McGovern, and Frank Alessio, 
former head of the Gazosa Brew- 
ing Co., San Diego, Calif. 


RED ADMIRAL SAYS U.S, FLEET

MOSCOW, Sept. 12 (AP) — R. 
Adm. Schwede wrote in Pravda 
today that the United States fleet 
was “by no means designated for 
fulfillment of a defensive task, 
but bears clear expression of an 
offensive character.” 

“The strivings of the United 
States for formation bases 
throughout the entire world show 
ever increzsing tendencies’ in 
American politics toward world 
rule,” the arti¢le concluded. Ex- 
periences of the past war suffi- 
ciently showed that, under con- 
temporary conditions, such a kind 
of politics ts doomed to bank- 
ruptcy.” 

The admiral said the United 
States had pushed Sts line of de- 
fense 6000 to 7500 miles from 
Am@rican territory and asserted 
that the United States was main- 
taining “huge air bases” in Iceland, 
Greenland and the Faroes. 


“Tt is quite revealing that in the 
project of plans for American 
control over former Japanese man- 
dated islands, control by the 
United Nations organization must 
not be extended over them,” the 
writer said. “Thus the United 
States is striving to maintain se- 
cret bases.”

In one of the first of these re- 
Ports, it was pointed out that the 
Western powers possessed both a 
carrot and a stick to move the 
Soviet Union toward a change of 
policy. The stick is the Ruhr, 
which the Kremlin fears to see 
added to the industrial strength 
of the West. The carrot is repara- 
tions. The most encouraging re- 
cent sign has been the disclosure 
of a Soviet appetite for repara- 
tions so intense as to confirm the 
reports of grave and growing eco- 
nomic difficulties within Russia. 

Sokolowski’s Urgent Task. 

It was some time ago when the 
first hint was given that Soviet 
policy placed prime emphasis on 
securing a large volume of Ger- 
man reparations in order to com- 
pensate for the deficiencies of 
home production, 

On his way back from Moscow 
to the last Foreign Ministers 
meetings in Paris, Molotov stopped 
in Berlin to lunch with Mar- 
shal Sokolowski and his staff at 
Karlshorst. It is known that 
Molotov told Sokolowski that the 
Kremlin considered it his most 
‘urgent task to obtain the maxi- 
mum reparations out of German 
current production. Only a little 
later, Molotov in Paris publicly 
demanded that Germany pay 
reparations in the staggering 
amount of $10,000,000,000. : 

Immediately after Molotov's 
Paris statement, the Russians 
here took the initiative in discus- 
sions with our officials. Marshal 
Sokolowski himself opened the 
subject, and hinted readiness to 
make a bargain in order to get 
the goods desired by the Kremlin. 
Even greater frankness was In- 
dulged in by one of his subor- 
dinates in an — typical of 

ern Soviet diplomacy. 

ae approach was indirect. The 
Russian first astonisied his Amer- 
ican opposite number by casting 
off his habitual aloofness and ask- 
ing if he might see an American 
‘ ¢ilm. The desired invitation was 
off2red: the film was shown, and 
then with ill-assumed casualness 
the Russian raised the repara- 
ions question. 

: He sttacked as needlessly harsh 
the American policy of withhold- 
ing them until the Russians had 
complied with the Potsdam terms. 
He frankly confessed his country s 
desperate need for consumer 
goods. He even became almost 
impassioned on the topic of bi- 
cycles, admitting that 50 years 
must elapse before the Soviet per 
capita production of these useful 
machines would equal Swedens. 

In the end, he said, in so many 
words, that Russia would go to 
great lengths in making other 
concessions in ordér to get the 
required reparations deliveries.

Less Than Masterpieces 


Not within memory have the Democratic and 
Republican parties of Missouri written state plat- 
forms that can stifle a yawn and their perform- 
ance this year does not violate the precedent. 

There are, of course, excellent ideas in both, 
the better to catch votes from you, my dear. But 
the high-sounding platitude, the smug assertion 
of virtue and the glittering promise are in the 
tradition of both state and national platforms. 
Wouldn’t it be fine if the two parties some time 
presented a cold and hard analysis of the con- 
dition of state or nation, admitted blunders and 
sketched a practical plan for the future? Please 
forgive the day-dream. 

A major motif in the GOP document is Com- 
munism. Is the Republican party of Missouri 
equipped to save the state and the nation from 
this foreign ideology? Is Stalin running for the 
United States Senate from Missouri? We hadn’t 
heard. The Democrats are against Communism, 
too. They reaffirm their belief and faith “in the 
American way of life.” The two platforms thus 
cancel out on this point. 

It happens that the GOP attack upon Com- 
munism comes at a time when the Truman Ad- 
ministration and Secretary Byrnes have adopted 
a strong policy against further Soviet aggression. 
Did the platform-makers read Mr. Byrnes’s Stutt- 
gart speech? Did they read the tough note to 
Tito, a Stalin lieutenant? Do they know about 
the American fleet in the Mediterranean? 

Knowing they can expect little or no support 
from the PAC, the GOP attacks this organiza- 
tion as being communistically-controlled. Its 
president, until he died recently, was Sidney 
Hillman, who was no Communist. In fact, from 
time to time, Hillman was bitterly attacked by 
the comrades. Though obviously the Commu- 
nists have some influence in PAC, it is also ob- 
vious that the rank and file of that new politi- 
cal organization hold their Americanism as 
proudly as Messrs. Donnell and Kem. It is no 
departure from Americanism for groups of our 
citizens to seek their objectives at the polls. 
That’s what PAC is for. 

The GOP comes out against Pendergastism. 
It is apparently resurrecting this issue because 
of the recent primary victory of Axtell over 
Slaughter in Kansas City. Does this mean the 
resurgence of Pendergastism? If so, Missouri 
had better be on its toes. Of course, it is no 
carnation in the President's lapel that he is a 
creature of the old and corrupt machine. Also, 
his concentrated attack on Slaughter was of ques- 
tionable propriety. Slaughter, however, was 
widely at variance with his party on many is- 
sues and, as a member of the all-powerful House 
Rules Committee, was in excellent position to 
sabotage the Administration's proposals. 

There are shotgun clauses in both platforms, 
but the widest pattern of BBs comes from the 
GOP blunderbuss when it says that one of the 
paramount issues of this campaign is free enter- 
prise against regimentation. Messrs. Kem and 
Donnell know full well that that is a drastic 
over-simplification. They know that our econ- 
omy is a mixed one and that actually the United 
States has never known free enterprise in its 
pristine sense. 

Since 1933, the country has, of course, moved 
rapidly toward controls of various kinds. These 
are on the statute books, and neither Mr. Willkie 
nor Mr. Dewey, the last two GOP presidential 
candidates, offered to take them off. Indeed, 
both Willkie and Dewey promised to continue 
many New Deal controls, adding only that they 
could administer them better. Many Republican 
Congressmen have supported control legislation. 
Witness one out of many instances, the name of 
that archfoe of regimentation, Senator Taft, on 
the housing bill. For generations before 1933, 
the GOP supported the protective tariff and 
other measures which are opposed to the phil- 
osophy of free enterprise. 

One amusing contradiction in the platforms is 
the GOP insistence that a Republican-controlled 
Legislature, without vigorous leadership from 
the Democratic Governor, has implemented the 
new State Constitution; the Democrats, while 
condemning the same Legislature as the most 
incompetent in history, commends the Donnelly 
Administration for modernizing and streamlining 
the State Government. 

The Democrats weren’t able to keep their 
philosophical hats on straight. They renewed 
their allegiance ‘‘to the principles of democracy 
as taught... by the founder of our party, 
Thomas Jefferson.” If they will get out their 
history books and refresh their memory of the 
New Deal, they will find that the principles of 
Thomas Jefferson, who believed that the best 
government is the least government, are dead 
as a mackerel on the beach. And the Democrats 
produced a smile by referring to the “inspired 
leadership” of Mr. Truman. Many good things 
could be said of Mr. Truman, but while he may 
be freely credited, to paraphrase the old saw, 
with the capacity to perspire, he is hardly gifted 
with the quality to inspire. 

But enough. The archeologist of the future, 
digging among the ruins of Jefferson City and 
finding the state platforms of 1946, had better 
not draw any firm conclusions from them.

St. Louis’s hopes for slum clearance and hous- 
ing felief were set back again“in the Missouri 
House yesterday. The bill to enable the early 
construction of additional Federal-aid housing 
had a large majority, but so many .members 
were absent that it failed to reach a constitu- 
tional majority of 76. Shameful to relate, ab- 
sences were particularly marked in the delega- 
tions from St. Louis and Kansas City, which 
have the biggest stakes in the bill. 

Robert M. Uxa of St. Louis, who favors the 
bill, voted Nay, but only so that he can offer 
a motion to reconsider. Frank Mashak had an 
excused absence; his wife was ill. Francis P. 
Healy voted against the bill. 

The following St. Louisans were simply ab- 
sent, without excuse or explanation: James O. 
Andreatta, John Curry, William J. Donohue, John 
Griffin, Wilbur Hunter, William Jones. Why? 
Did the Louis Nolte-Real Estate Exchange crowd, 
the merchants of squalor, persuade any of these 
to stay away? Did any of these killers-by- 
absence have more important business yesterday 
than to secure St. Louis's chance to get rid of 
slums, its most deadly social problem? 

If all the Kansas City and St. Louis members 
had been present and all had voted in favor, the 
bill would be on the way to the Governor. It 
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is a sorry day when, by sheer neglect or the 
contrived appearance of neglect, the cities’ 
sworn representatives disregard its interests. 
Fortunately, the bill is not lost. Judging by 
the majority it had, it should pass when the 
attendance is larger. Only let the absentees be 
present the next time, and let them vote Aye. 
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Adm. Halsey Pops Off 


Adm. Halsey, whose professional skill and 
loose tongue combine to make him a sort of 
naval Gen. Patton, has popped off again, as 
he did when he boasted emptily that he would 
ride Hirohito’s white horse through the streets 
of Tokyo, and as he did a few days ago when 
he said with gratuitous provocativeness that “it’s 
nobody’s damn business where we’’—i.e., the 
United States Navy—‘“go.” This time his passion 
for picturesque bombast has led him to smear 
the atomic scientists with wild and baseless 
charges. 

In his zeal to prove that his arm of the serv- 
ice could have defeated Japan hands down and 
unaided, and that the atomic bomb had nothing 
to do with ending the war, Adm. Halsey says the 
only reason it was used was that the atomic 
scientists “had this toy and they wanted to try 
it out, so they dropped it’”—although, he adds, 
many scientists believed “the bomb should not 
have been used as it was.” 

It is not true that the atomic scientists viewed 
the bomb lightly. After the bomb was proved 
on the sands of New Mexico, they opposed its 
use in warfare unless every other possible means 
of convincing the Japanese warlords of its po- 
tency had been exhausted without avail. Dr, 
Arthur H. Compton, chancellor of Washington 
‘University and one of the key atomic scientists, 
has affirmed that an opinion poll among them 
“showed a strongly predominant desire that Ja- 
pan should first be offered terms, and if these 
were not accepted that a demonstration be made 
on a Japanese military target, followed by 
another chance to surrender.” 

Joseph C. Harsch wrote in the Christian 
Science Monitor: “The atomic scientists who 
built the bomb made three urgent efforts to 
persuade the top Allied military command to 
do it differently. They proposed several alterna- 
tives—their favorite was a preliminary demon- 
stration against an uninhabited area, or against 
a strictly military target. ... There is no record 
that serious attention was paid to their views.” 

The record is clear. The atomic scientists not 
only opposed use of the bomb against civilian 
populations except as a last resort, contrary to 
Adm, Halsey’s trumped-up accusation, but ap- 
parently they were the only ones who did. Adm. 
Halsey owes it to the atomic scientists to make 
them a public apology, and he owes it to himself 
to think once before he speaks from now on, 
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When Vigilance Is Mandatory 

The St. Louis Circuit Court has rescinded the 
appointment of Michael J. Stenson Jr. as deputy 
sheriff because of his police record, and has 
announced that hereafter it will examine the 
confidential police files to assure the fitness of 
all appointees. 

In this way the court should be protected from 
embarrassment such as resulted from the ap- 
pointment of Stenson, a former bookie, hand- 
book operator and a victim of a shooting in 
which he refused to name his assailant. Inaug- 
uration of this policy was overdue, for last 
year the court found it necessary to rescind 
approval of nine of Sheriff Dougherty’s ap- 
pointees. 

With a different Sheriff such vigilance might 
not be necessary; with a man of Dougherty’s 
record, watchfulness is mandatory.

Wallace R. Deuel reported from Washington 
yesterday that Russia has completed prepara- 
tions for an all-out political campaign to win 
control of Western Germany from the United 
States, France and Britain. He wrote that the 
United States is the principal obstacle to this 
campaign, which he said may begin at any time, 
He fixed the spearhead as the German Commu- 
nist party, which, he said, operates with “‘the 
direct, immediate support of the Kremlin.” 

What does the United States do in the face 
of this prospect? The one best thing—the thing 
it should be doing anyway—is to make the most 
of its opportunity in the occupation of the United 
states zone. Our zone consists of the three 
states of Bavaria, Greater Hesse and Wuerttem- 
berg-Baden—a large and important area. It in- 
cludes three of the biggest cities in Germany:

If these major cities and the provincial cities 
and areas that surround them are as well gov- 
erned as conditions will permit, the good admin- 
istration will inevitably reflect credit upon the 
American occupiers and the democratic purposes 
they serve. If state and local governments are 
allowed to be lax, timid and inadequate, the Ger- 
mans will pass judgment on the democratic oc- 
cupiers in just those terms.

Gandhi, whose,sfondness for goat's milk, 
homespun garments And civil disobedience 
campaigns first brought India’s aspirations 
forcibly to the attention of the world, is 
still the strongest single personal force in 
Indian nationalism, but he is 76 years old 
and frail in body, and in recent years has 
relinquished much of his leadership to 
Nehru. 

Though the personal attachment between 
the two men is a cldése one, Gandhi and 
Nehru do not see eye to eye on all ques- 
tions. Gandhi, who is almost mystically re- 
ligious, has a deep abhorrence of machine 
civilization. Nehru, who is urbane and a 
man of the world, likes machines and 
thinks India ought to have more of them. 


View of India’s History 


He hates British imperialism, but he was 
educated in England, at Harrow and Cam- 
bridge, and has many friends among the 
British; he admires both their technology 
and their poetry. He is not doctrinaire in 
his socialism. He believes in a planned 
economy but feels that private capital will 
have a large role to play for many years 
to come, 


In a large and newly published book, 
“The Discovery of India,” which he wrote 
in prison during the war, he has set forth 
his ideas about his country’s past, present 
and future. He believes that British writ- 
ers have falsified Indian history. 


The past of India, he believes, was at least 
as glorious as that of Greece, and though 
there were periods in which Indian energy 
ran dry the wellsprings were always re- 
opened after a while and nourished a fresh, 
vigorous and humane civilization. This civil- 
ization, he feels, might now be one of the 
greatest in the world had not the British 
thwarted its reflowering. 

Long before the Christian era, trade, lit- 
erature, art and philosophy flourished, and 
ancient India and Greece exchanged infor- 
mation and ideas, Mathematics became an 
exact and sophisticated science at an early 
period. 


An Indictment of England 


The Indians invented the zero sign, the 
decimal system, the. use of the minus sign 
and of letters to denote unknown quanti- 
ties in algebra, even the numerals which 
We use today. The Arabs borrowed the 
numerals from the Indians, and we, in turn, 
borrowed them from the Arabs. 


Except for comparatively brief periods 
of eclipse, India continued to give light to 
the world almost until modern times. Then 
the nations of the West began to forge 
ahead. 


The Portuguese came, and after them the 
French and the British.- India was di- 
vided by civil wars. The British destroyed 
the power of Portugal and France in India, 
Played off one native state against another 


and at last brought the huge territory un- 
der their rule. 


In his book, Nehru indicts England for 
a long list of social and political evils. 
“Nearly all our major problems today,” he 
asserts, “have grown up during British rule 
and as a direct result of British policy: The 
princes, the minority problem; various vest- 
ed interests, foreign and Indian; the lack 
of industry and the neglect of agriculture; 
the extreme backwardness in the social 
services, and, above all, the tragic poverty 
of the people. 


“No man in the wide world today has had 
or has such absolute authority over such 
large numbers of people as the British 
Viceroy of India.” 


A Prey to Newer Society 


But he is critical also of his fellow coun- 
trymen. He deplores their adherence to 
outmoded customs, and grudgingly he ad- 
mits: “It seems clear that India became a 
prey to foreign conquest because of the in- 
adequacy of her own people and because 
the British represented a higher and ad- 
vancing social order.” 


He believes, however, that India can now 
reconcile the differences among her in- 
habitants and that if she is set free she 
can take her place eventually among the 
great nations. He insists on full independ- 
ence and is against dominion status, 


He also opposes the partition of India 
into Moslem and Hindu states. He regards 
the Moslem League, which has been agi- 
tating for a separate Mohammedan state, 
as a nuisance and an unwitting tool of the 
British, and he likes to point out that there 
are many Moslems in the Congress party. 


“India,” he declares in his book, “is a 
geographical and economic entity, a cul- 
tural unity amidst diversity, a bundle of 
contradictions held together by strong but 
invisible threads. Overwhelmed again and 
again, her spirit was never conquered. 


“It was India’s way in the past to wel- 
come and absorb other cultures, That is 
much more necessary today, for we march 
to the One World of tomorrow where na- 
tional cultures will be intermingled with 
the international culture of the human race, 
We shall therefore seek wisdom and knowl- 
edge and friendship wherever we can find 
them. Thus we shall remain true Indians 
and Asiatics, and at the same time good 
internationalists and world citizens.” 


PARALLEL ON PLANES 


From the Chicago Times, 


News item: Seoul, Korea (AP)—A So- 
viet liaison plane which landed in the 
American zone without permission Sun- 
day when the pilot became lost on a 
flight from Vladivostok to Dairen re- 
sumed its trip today after being checked 
and refueled by American mechanics at 
Kimpo airfield. 


Under ordinary circumstances the para- 
graph above would hardly be considered 
“news.” But in view of the recent shoot- 
ing down of two United States planes over 
Yugoslavia, Americans are interested espe- 
cially in Knowing how our forces treat 
foreign flyers. 

The fact that American military forces 
still regard our wartime allies as comrades 
rather than enemies may have some effect 
on those—inside and outside the iron cur- 
tain—who carry chips on their shoulders. 


A Human English Novel 


SWEET RIVER IN THE MORNING, by Winston Clewes. 

(0. Appleton-Century Co., New York.) 

This English novel fully maintains the 
bright promise of the author’s first. Such 
display of genuine talent as this means 
that Winston Clewes’s career will be 
watched with really hopeful expectation. 

The strong points in his equipment as a 
novelist are, first, his sheer writing ability. 


- His style is vivid, direct and economical of 


words. His excellent dialogue is distin- 
guished by a rare ability to render the 
nuances of dialect and English colloquial 
speech on paper in such fashion that the 
reader can almost hear the words spoken. 

His second outstanding quality is his 
broad and imaginative human sympathies, 
The book is full of honestly and deeply felt 
emotion and heartache. You feel that Win- 
ston Clewes really knows and understands 
the people about whom he writes; the boy, 
Charlie Balcum, for instance, the typical 
“juvenile delinquent,” product of a bad 
home and environment, with whom the 
story is chiefly concerned, And third, Clewes 
has a matured Knowledge of life, can con- 
vey its tragedy and pathos as well as its 
humor and comedy. 

The weakest part of the novel is its struc- 
ture. Mr. Clewes would do wel] to eschew 
so artificial and bizarre a device as his at- 
tempt to pack a number of haphazardly ar- 
ranged incidents in the lifetime of three 
generations of people into the consciousness 
of a single individual during a single night- 
time of experience. To fit the pieces to- 
gether is a bit like fitting a jigsaw puzzle. 
The author is too good a craftsman for the 
pieces not to fit, but the effort imposed 
upon the reader is more than seems justi- 
fied. 

Mr. Clewes is at his best in his graphic 
description of “Gladstone’s Outing.” In 
these 40 pages of sustained narrative he 
really shows what he is capable of.

Democracy to the Russians

absence of democracy in Russia is, 
unreal discussion about terms, We 


n the West lay emphasis upon certain things we regard as desir- 


able and call them democracy; the Russians lay emphasis upon other 
things to which, also. they give the name of democracy, Since what 
we look for as democracy in Russia is no more there than what we 
find Russia looking for in Britain and the United States, it is not 
very surprising that an angry recrimination is characteristic of both 


sides 
premises 

Russia is a one-party state. No 
@ne can seek to set up another 


political party without being 
guilty of what is, in effect, treason 
against the state. That does not 
mean that there is not plenty of 
discussion and plenty of criticism; 
the papers are full of both. 


You Can Argue—a Little. 


There is nothing a group of 
Russians love so much as to argue 
about the problems with which 
they are concerned, but all the 
discussion is set in a framework 
the ultimate contours of which are 
set by the Communist party. The 
members all hold vita: posts in 
the community. They define all 
the vital directives. No one out- 
side their trusted leaders can call 
those directives into question. No 
circumstances exist at present in 
which the Communist party could 
be legally displaced from its posi- 
tion as the ruling power in 
Russia. 


You may be elected to the Su- 
preme Soviet, and to either cham- 
ber of the Supreme Soviet, without 
being a Communist. But the 
Communists have not only a 
permanent majority there; they 
dominate its praesidium; they hold 
all the ministeria. portfolios; and 
the Council of Ministers is, in 
fact, for all serious purposes an 
instrument of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Communist party. 

It is in that body that the vital 
power of Russian Government re- 
sides; and it is worth noting that, 
despite his great influence with 
his. colleagues in that body, Gen- 
eralissimo Stalin can be overruled 
by it. He must persuade its mem- 
bers to accept his view; he cannot, 
like the President, secure the con- 
sent of his colleagues as the alter- 
native to their resignation or dis- 
missal. 

Quite obviously, this is a strange 
system to the Western world. And 
its strangeness is complicated still 
further by the absence of what we 
regard as certain elementary civil 
-rights. There is no assurance of 
a writ of habeas corpus. There is 
no right of free publication or 
free assembly. 


Suspicion of Foreigners. 


There is profound suspicion of 
anyone who is in touch with the 
world outside Russia, or even 
strangers within it, by personal 
contact. Though religious freedom 
has grown a good deal in the last 
dozen years, the clergy would not 
venture openly to play the kind of 
political role, directly or indirectly, 


The fact is that we are usually arguing from wholly different 


fit for membership; and then, in 
a full way, a career is open to 
the talented — in the collective 
farm or the factory, he has the 
fullest opportunity of helping, 
within the framework of Marxist 
ideas, to shape the rules under 
which he lives, 


He can criticize, even recall, 
those whom he has <lected as his 
leaders. He can voice his com- 
plaints in the newspaper of his 
factory or village or town or re- 
gion, His suggestions will be con- 
sidered, if they are neglected, he 
can get attention paid to him. 


He has endless opportunities 
for self-improvement; he is aware 
that self-improvement leads to a 
better job. He has practically no 
ear of unemployment. He has so- 
cial services at his disposal for 
the improvement of which his 
trade-union is continually fighting. 


Avid for Free Press. 


If he spoke the whole of his 
mind, I think he would limit his 
criticism to three things. He 


would be in favor of far more 
rigorous limitations on the im- 
mense powers of the secret po- 
lice; he does not like living per- 
petually in the shadow of the vast 
espionage it organizes. He would 
like a far more free press than 
he possesses; and this is true, 
also, of the other means of com- 
munication, 


It is not unimportant that Brit- 
ish Ally, the paper published by 
the British Government in Mos- 
cow, has at least 10 readers for 
every copy its editors are allowed 
to print, and that numbers con- 
taining special features, a full re- 
port of the atomic bomb, for in- 
stance, or a full account of a 
speech by Mr. Bevin at the Se- 
curity Council, will sell for many 
times its published value, and will 
be read until it is almost literally 
in fragments. And, finally, I 
think, he would like to travel 
freely; he has a hunger to know 
foreign countries at first hand. 


In our sense, he has not politi- 
cal democracy; he cannot change 
the Government except by revolu- 
tion—I do not think he wants to 
change it. I canfiot prove this, 
since no statistics exist to make 
it possible. But I think he is 
generally convinced first, that the 
Revolution was necessary: sec- 
ond, that acceptance of the West- 
ern way would have broken the 
Revolution, and third, that vic- 
tory in the war against Hitler was 
a vindication of the system under 
which he lives, 


that the Roman Catholic Church 
plays in the Western world. 

There are debates, even pro- 
posals, in the Supreme Soviet and 
all lesser bodies; but no one who 
reads the debates will think of 
them as involving the right of 
opposition in the Anglo-American 
sense. A one-party state, in fact, 
means that for all vital purposes, 
the party is the state; and it fol- 
lows quite logically from this 
equation that to attempt to oust 
the party in office from power is, 
in fact, to seek the overthrow of 
the state. 

The strangeness to us must not 
hide from us certain important 
things. It does not seem strange 
to most Russians. Partly, most of 
them have .known no other sys- 
tem; partly it seems to them curi- 
ous beyond words to give electors 
the right to alter fundamental 
principles of governance about 
which they are all more or less 
agreed, 

The Anglo-American system 
seems to them a method of slow- 
ing down desirable change. It puts 
off the day when a Communist 
society can become a reality. It 
is a means Of giving the men and 
women of the past a means of 
wrecking the future. Once they 
have agreed, they argue, on the 
central aims, the business of po- 
litical democracy then becomes 
concerned. with the issues of 
degree and not of kind. 


Self-Expression in Russia. 


The Western emphasis on a two- 
for more) party system comes 
from uncertainty of aim and the 
unequal distribution of economic 
power between classes. All it does 
is to enable those who live by 

. privilege—which is the receipt of a 
social income without the per- 
formance of a social function—to 
postpone its surrender. It may 
even enable them, as recent his- 
tory has shown, to use the forms 
of democracy for the overthrow of 
tts substance. 

The Russian citizen, they argue, 
has plenty of means of self-expres- 

‘gion. The party opens its mem- 


A Russian citizen with knowl- 
edge of the West will agree that 
his system was the outcome of 
special conditions which are not 
necessarily relevant to Britain or 
America. He will insist that the 
day of capitalism is over. He will 
argue that there is no hope for 
the well-being of the masses ex- 
cept in Socialism. 


Soviet Monroe Doctrine. 


But he will accept without dif- 
ficulty the view that « Socialism 
may possibly come in the West 
without violence and through con- 
stitutional means. He will empha- 
size his doubts. He has no reason 
for any simple faith in the good 
will of capitalists, and he will 
tell you so firmly. But he will 
agree that if a social democratic 
party gets, as in Britain, a firm 
hold of the state-power, is coura- 
geous in its use of it, and retains 
popular support, there is no rea- 
son why Socialism should not 
come that way. 


I do not think he has any illu- 
Sion about the wisdom or the 
necessity of Communism as an 
article forcibly to be exported. 
That is, in my view, the tenet of 
a past period, It does not mean 
that he will not give aid and 
comfort to Communists abroad, 
especially where their territory is 
strategically relevant to Russia 
itself. He has a kind of quasi- 
Monroe Doctrine here as real and 
living to him as the Monroe Doc- 
trine is to the United States in 
the Western Hemisphere. But he 
will not go to war for Commu- 
nism abroad unless he sees in its 


terests of Russia. 


To this he will add, with pun- 
gency, that the Western exponents 
of “classical” democracy ought 
sometimes to bear in mind that 
its institutions have application 
only in “classical” conditions. I 
suspect that he has an inclination 
to smile at the easy confidence 
of Great Britain and the United 
States in “free” elections, say in 
Poland. But fantastic confusion 
and substance looks better in a

PUBLIC SCHOOLS’ ENROLLMENT 
OF 88,484 IS 833 UNDER 1946 


The St. Louis public schools en- 
rolled 88,484 ‘students this year, 
833 fewer than last year, Superin- 
tendent of Instruction Philip J. 
Hickey announced yesterday. 

The sharpest decrease came in 
the high schools which enrolled 
995 fewer pupils than the 19,703 
of last year. Most of this decrease 
represented white students, he 
said. The white elementary and 
special schools were also off 1033 
at 46,993 while Negro elementary 
enrollment at 18,732 showed a gain 
of 722. This resulted in a net de 
crease among elementary students 
as a whole of 311. 

The teachers’ college enrollment 
was up to 1343, a 473 increase over 
the 870 registered last year, 
mainly the result of veterans re- 
turning to schools. The teachers’ 
colleges include junior colleges, 
Technical high schools were vir- 
tually unchanged from last year.

Political Blunders Hinder 
Spiritual, Economic Re- 
building, Archbishop 
Asserts. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—The Archbishop of Canterbury, 


| spiritual head of the Church of 


Engiand, says “political mis- 
handling” of Germany since the 
war ended is seriously hamper- 
ing spiritual reconstruction there 
as well as economic rehabilitation. 

Addressing a dinner gathering 
of 1200 persons as part of the 
triennial general convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the U. S. A., Archbishop Geof- 
frey Francis Fisher asserted last 
night: 

“The greatest thing the churches 
of England can do now is to 
bring hope to the people of the 
occupied countries. 

“A year ago, great things were 
possible in Germany, in the way 
of reconstructing the country both 
spiritually and economically, but 
through political mishandling, this 
work has not: been accomplished. 

“Instead of reconstruction, the 
nation has been plunged deeper 
into nihilism. In spite of handi- 
caps, the German churches have 
done a wonderful work toward 
reconstruction. They were ready 
to do more in this line, but in- 
stead, they had to turn and criti- 
cize the occupying countries for 
cértain policies and practices.” 

Chief of these, he said, have 
been blunders in the Allied de- 
nazification policy, and the un- 
expected barbarity shown by cer- 
tain ‘occupying troops. He did 
not elaborate on which occupying 
troops he meant, 

Paganism Said to Be Spreading. 


Earlier, in a joint session of the 
convention, Dr. William V. Den- 
nis, professor of rural sociology 
at Pennsylvania State College, 
told delegates “paganism is 
spreading like a plague” in rural 
areas of the United States. 

The Episcopal Church had to 
abandon 1000 rural parishes and 
missions in this country between 
1930-40, he said, adding “we must 
have action now in strengthening 
the rural areas in every corner 
of the country. 


In another address at the joint 
session, the Rt. Rev. Henry St. 
George Tucker of Richmond, Va., 
retiring presiding bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the U. S. A. told delegates the 
“millions of unchurched Amer- 
icans” are a challenge for the 
church and added that the surest 
way to make foreign countries 
Christian is first to make Amer- 
ica Christian.

1, The Federal Hospital Coun- 
cil composed of four leaders in 
health and hospital fields, four 
representatives of users of hos- 
pital services, and Surgeon Gen- 
eral Thomas Parran of the Pub- 
lic Health Service as chairman. 

2. A general advisory commit- 
tee to which 25 persons have 
been invited with additional rep- 
resentation planned later. 

The new Hospital Act sets up 
$2,350,000 for surveys and plan- 
ning for health facilities within 
the states. Congress authorized, 
but has not yet appropriated, $75,- 
000,000 annually for five years for 
actual construction. The building 
funds must be matched by state 
or local agencies on a $2-for-$1 
basis,

Industrial Shortage of Silver 
Ended; Treasury Store Intact 


Officials Say Foreign and Domestic Supplies, 
Long Withheld, Have Been Released 


Since Price Boost. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Industry’s silver shortage is 
over. It appears to have vanished 
almost overnight under the im- 
petus of a congressional price 
boost. 

Yet the Treasury’s vast stock- 
pile, which was opened to in- 
dustrial buyers July 31 by the act 
increasing the minimum selling 
price from 71.11 to 90.5 cents an 
ounce, has hardly been touched. 

In the more than 40 days since 
the Treasury got congressional 
authority to sell part of its 1,750,- 
000,000-ounce holdings, it has had 
a single sale—and that of only 
3500 troy ounces—less than 300 
pounds, 

Nevertheless, the Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration and other 
agencies say there have been no 
shortage reports since the price- 
lifting act went into effect, accom- 
panied by a corresponding boost 
in OPA’s ceiling price for im- 
ported silver.

Details of the city’s budget re- 
quirements were set forth in the 
reply, with the stateemnt that the 
Mayor and Municipal Assembly, 
now Board of Aldermen, have the 
sovereign right to levy taxes for 
all purposes of the city’s exist- 
ence. It is further urged that the 
city had no other practical means 
of obtaining the increased rev- 
enue needed. 

The ordinance, which went into 
effect Aug. 1, imposes a levy of 
1, of 1 per cent on gross incomes 
of individuals and on net income 
of corporations. It operates as a 
payroll tax, to be withheld by the 
employer and paid over by him 
to the city. It applies to wages 
and salaries paid by St. Louis 
firms to officers and employes re- 
siding either in or outside the 
city. 


ALFRED SCHINDLER FOR QUICK 
END TQ BUSINESS CONTROLS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Under Secretary of Commerce 
Alfred Schindier of St. Louis 
today advocated removal of gov- 
ernment controls over business 
“at the earliest possible moment.” 

“We can’t go on indefinitely 
with an economy half free enter- 
prise and half controlled,” he told 
representatives of 50 national re- 
tail trade associations, meeting at 
the invitation of Secretary of 
Commerce Wallace to discuss 
postwar problems. 

Schindler acknowledged that 
some controls “may be necessary 
temporarily” but declared that 
they must be eliminated “as soon 
as they have served their pur- 
pose.”

5 TENANTS BEATEN

CLEVELAND, Sept. 12 (UP)—

terror raid on his tenants in an

Police said the owner of the 
house was Arthur Clark, a 38- 
year-old special policeman, Clark 
was arrested early today along 
with an ex-convict to whom Clark 
admitted paying $40 to lead six 
thugs to. the house, Clark denied 
he ordered the beatings and said 
he “only wanted to bluff” the 
tenants. 

The beatings occurred Monday 
night but were reported to police 
only last night. Seven men, car- 
rying pistols and clubs, entered 
the house, smashed furniture, 
clubbed everyone in sight and fled 
after a 30-minute brawl, police 
said.

| near Halstead since 1894, when he 
came to Kansas from a Chicago 
interneship. He was born at. West 
Point, Ia., July 26, 1870. 
Goiter Specialist. 

Dr. Hertzler was known nation- 
,ally for his specialty, goiter sur- 
gery, and patients came from all 
parts of the country for treat- 
‘ment in his four-story 200-bed 
|hospital and clinic. 

In 1933 he deeded the $500,000 
hospital to the Order of St. Jo- 
'seph for $1, debt-free, the coal bin 
‘filled, the storerooms stocked. 
'Rates were never more than $4 a 
‘day and the standard major op- 
eration was only $150—-“if I get as 
much as $150 a patient, I’m satis- 
fied,” he said. 

He was a sharp-tongued man, 
contemptuous of conventions, He 
‘once told a host, on leaving a 
dinner party, that the host should 
know darned well whether the 
' party had been a success and that 
too much time was wasted in 
cliches about having a good time 
and what a fine meal it had been. 

Hertzler had an unusually large 
nose, He said it got that way be- 
cause he kept it out of other peo- 
ple’s business and gave it a 
chance to grow. It was, he said, 
too bad that Kansas noses were 
notoriously small. 

Wrote Many Medical Treatises. 

In addition to “The Horse and 


3uggy Docor,” which was written | 


for general consumption, he was 
the author of numerous medical 
treatises, the first of which was 
published in 1912,and was credited 
with important discoveries as to 
local anasthesia and the diseases 
of the thyroid gland. Dr. Hertzler 
often wrote on his books at mid- 
night, but there were strict orders 
that his mid-afternoon siesta was 
not to be disturbed. 

He developed an extensive farm 
layout southeast of Halstead, In 
the early days .of the Roosevelt 
administration, he advertised that 
anybody who wanted his pigs 
could have them free, that he cer- 
tainly was not going to kill them. 

soon after he returned to this 
country from two years of post- 
graduate medical study in Berlin 
he was offered the chair at anat- 
omy at Northwestern University 
_but turned it down, deciding that 
his medical skill should be used 
for middle class people in a small 
town. He estimated in 1938 that 
he had performed 25,000 opera- 
tions. 

He and his first wife were di- 
_vorced, His second, Dr. Koeneke, 
is a graduate of Washington Uni- 
versity medical school.

(Ceneravines Count Basie’s newest instrumental, “Mutton- 

Leg,” is a Basie-Harry Edison original almost as exciting 
as Basie’s recent “The King.” Principal assets are the rebop 
trumpet opening, Edison’s trumpet solo, great rhythm and 
Illinois Jacquet’s tenor windup. Gene Krupa combines his 
fine assortment of band and drum explosives with Carolyn 
Grey’s singing on “Just the Other Day.” A neat trumpet 
beginning marks “Everybody Loves My Baby, My Baby,” sung 
by Buddy Stewart. Benny Goodman’s polished trademarks are 
unsensationally present on B.G.’s “Pity the Poor Lobster” and 
“Love Doesn’t Grow on Trees.” Benny’s clarinet and Art 
Lund’s singing predominate.

George Palmer, superintendent 

of the “Home of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt,” giving some figures 
which I think might be of inter- 
est to the public. On a recent 
Sunday, 9836 persons passed in 
front of the grave. During August, 
104,311 people visited the grave, 
and 70,031 went through the home. 
In all, 203,628 people have visited 
the home, and 304,320 the grave, 
since last April. 

Mr. Palmer tells me that they 
have decided that 2500 visitors a 
day are all that can be allowed 
to go through the house. It will 
not stand a great crowd at any 
one time. JI can remember that 
once, when we had a reception 
years ago, my husband kept urg- 
ing me to get the guests to pass 
through the library because he 
thought too many people were 
sanding on the floor at one time.

MR. PALMER also told me of 
a very nice incident. Former 
members of the 240th M. P. Bat- 
talion, who used to guard my 
husband when he was here and 
who trained in the nearby M. P. 
school for theri future overseas 
service, have formed an associa- 
tion. About 50 of them met at 
Hyde Park on Sunday, Aug. 25, 
and visited the home and the 
grave. They had such a guc- 
cessffil day, seeing friends in the 
village of Hyde Park and having 
dinner in Poughkeepsie, that they 
have decided to make this an an- 
nual pilgrimage. 

We always had two parties dur- 
ing the week after Christmas for 
the group which was stationed 
here. They brought their wives 
and sweethearts and danced in the 
library. We served simple refresh- 
ments and had a tree and small 
Christmas remembrances for them.

MY HUSBAND always went over 
from the house. I think one of 
the evenings which was most en- 


joyable was a veyr stormy night 
when the orchestra could not get 
there and many of the girls who 
Were coming from Poughkeepsie 
were delayed. So the men all sat 
on the foor in front of my hus- 
band’s chair, sang Christmas carols 
and then asked him questions. He 
told them things about World War 
I and about the countries which 
they might some day see. When, 
finally, some of the lady guests 
arrived to dance, I think the stag 
party broke up rather reluctantly! 
At one of these parties, John 
Golden, the theatrical producer, 
provided us with one of those ex- 
traordinary entertainers with a 
prodigious memory who reeled off 
population figures and any num- 
ber of statistics about any place 
in the United States that anyone 
in the audience mentioned. My 
husband enjoyed it enormously 
and was enchanted when he found 
his own guesses coincided with the 
knowledge of the entertainer.

Chocolate Chiffon Pie. 


Two teaspoons plain. gelatin, 
one half cup milk, two squares 
(two ounces) unsweetened choco- 
late, one cup sugar, one fourth 
teaspoon salt, three eggs (sep- 
arated), one fourth cup sugar, 
one teaspoon vanilla, baked eight- 
inch pie shell. 

Soften gelatin {n one-fourth cup 
‘of the milk. Combine the re- 
maining milk, chocolate shaved or 
grated, three-fourth cup of the 
sugar and the salt in top of a 
double boiler. Place over boiling 
water and cook until chocolate is 
completely melted. Add the egg 
yolks to the cream and beat to- 
gether with a rotary beater. Add 
to the chocolate mixture and beat 
well with the rotary beater. Cook 
over boiling water until thickened, 
about seven minutes, stirring to 
keep smooth. Add softened gela- 
tin and stir until well blended. 


Bean Soup

“we have learned that he is deaf. The specialist tells us 
that he will never be able to hear, so we must place him ina 
school for deaf youngsters, These schools usually do not ac- 
cept children as young as Jimmy so I am eager to find out 
what I can do toward giving him mental stimulation during 
the next year or so when he is at home and shut off from the 
sounds or conversation of people. Dr. Crane, how can a deaf 
child be taught to speak and to read the lips? And when 
should such a youngster be taught reading and writing? What 
methods do the schools for the deaf employ in teaching their 


children?”

THERE ARE three methods of teaching deaf children. One 
is by the manual alphabet, whereby the letters are spelled with 
one hand. You can find this alphabet in a large dictionary, 
with views of the fingers and hand in the various positions. 
Then there is the sign language, somewhat like the Indian sign 
language. In it, a gesture represents an entire word or phrase, 
instead of a single letter of the alphabet. The sign language 
is less precise, so in the classroom where exactness is essen- 
tial, as in a chemistry class at Gallaudet College for the Deaf, 
the manual alphabet is used. In campus conversations, how- 
ever, the sign language is much faster, so it supplants or else 


supplements finger spelling.

1 SPENT three years doing research at Gallaudet, and feel 
that you might be interested to know that this college has its 
athletic teams and very good ones, too. The quarterback flashes 
football signals with his fingers. And you should see two 
campus sweethearts making love with the sign language. They 
can converse almost as rapidly as we hearing people can talk. 
They also dance very well to the vibrations of the floor from 
an orchestra. 

Some schools rely on lip-reading, and spend years teach- 
ing the deaf. children to observe the lips, face and larynx in 
order to pick up cues as to the words being uttered by the 


speaker, 


oS A 

SOME DEAF since become fairly adept at reading 
the lips, but it is a strain upon them, for they dare not turn 
their eyes away else they lose out. Once they lose track, it 
may take them some time to recapture the thread of thought. 
Alexander Graham Bell used to urge very early attention to 
reading, but some of the schools refused to let a child read or 
write until he could lip-read and speak the words. This folly 
led to delayed reading. 

A deaf child should: have even more reading than a hear- 
ing youngster, since he is largely debarred from spoken av- 
enues of knowledge, he was actually given much less training 
with the printed page. 

A deaf child needs extra visual stimulation to compensate 
partially for his lack of hearing. He is seldom able to learn 
to talk intelligibly unless he possesses some remnant of hear- 
ing or else didn’t become deaf until after he had already 
Jearned to talk. Use “flash cards” and teach him to read even 
at the age of three or four. Print words thereon, such as 
“table”, “chair”, “clock”, etc. Let him carry each card and 
Place it on the object named. Or let him act out the verbs,

South’s play was good, in so 
far as taking the heart finesse 
and ruffing out the suit were con- 
cerned, but he made one rather 
silly mistake. Before he went to 
the club queen, to cash the estab- 
lished heart, why not. cash the 
last trump? What good was it 
in the South hand? Obviously, 
no good! If he had laid down that 
heart, East would have been 
squeezed—he would have had to 
give up either his last diamond, 
establishing the queen, or his club 
stopper.
